The Friends of Crystal 
Beach (FOCB) is one step 
closer to having its bingo 
license re-instated. 

In August, the group was 
considered ineligible to 
hold bingos in the Town of 
Fort Erie, after a review 
conducted by the Alcohol 
and Gaming Commission 
of Ontario (AGCO). 

This was the result of a 
decision made by an 
appeals committee, to for¬ 
ward the matter to the 
AGCO after the Town of 
Fort Erie's Community 
and Gaming and 
Development Corporation 
(CGDC) froze the group's 
license because of politi¬ 
cal activity on its website 
and at events they hosted, 
mostly related to the con¬ 
tentious Crystal Beach

Planning how to get out of the house quickly is an important step in getting your family prepared for the 
possibility of a fire. During Fire Prevention Week, October 7-13, make sure that your family knows how to 
get out of a burning house.

In most rooms, that means making sure that in addition to the door^there is at least one window in good 
working order that a person can use to get outside. Make sure^that exit windows are not painted shut and 
that bug screens are removable. Show children how to open the window. If the window is high up thrall, 
draw a child’s attention to a piece of furniture they can mov^and stand on to reach the window ledge. 
Talk to your local fire department about the suitability of a rope ladder for upper level'windows.

When you use your 
broiler, place the rack 5 to 8 cm (two to three inches) from 
the broiler element. Always place a drip pan beneath the 
broiler rack to catch the fat drippings. Never use aluminum 


there are three characteristics of microwave cooking you 
should be cognisant of: 

• Heat can pass through glass, plastic and other materials. 

• Heat is absorbed by the food. 

Foods, like those in high-fat or sugar, can heat very rapidly 
but feel cool to the touch. Pastry fillings can be very hot, but 
the crust cooler. Milk in baby bottles could be boiling, but the 
bottle itself not very hot to the touch. Use caution at all times. 
Do not use tin toil or any other metal objects in the micro- 
wave. If a fire occurs, keep the door closed and unplug the 
unit. Call a qualified technician to ensure the microwave is in 
proper working order before using it again.

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The Winter Season and 
Carbon Monoxide 



• It is important to install a carbon 
monoxide detector in your home. However, 
carbon monoxide detectors do not replace 
the need for prevention through yearly 
maintenance and inspection of heating 
systems and appliances. 

• Smoke inhalation from fires is the most 
common form of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. Cigarette smoke and vehicle 
exhaust are the most common sources of 
regular carbon monoxide exposure. 

• There must be an adequate supply of air 
for complete burning or combustion, or an 
excessive amount of carbon monoxide will 
accumulate indoors. Ensure that your wood 
stove or fireplace is not competing - for 
long periods of time - with your clothes 


dryer, kitchen, bathroom and attic vent fans, 
central vacuum cleaners and kitchen 
barbecues, which exhaust air from the 
home and so starve the furnace or the 
fireplace of oxygen. 

• Proper venting of fuel-burning appliances 
to the outside is also essential to prevent 
collection of carbon monoxide gas inside 
buildings. 

• Never insulate or try to seal up a drafty 
hood, wind cap or exhaust vent on any 
natural gas appliance (furnace, water heat¬ 
er, range, dryer, space heater or fireplace). 
Keep all fuel-burning equipment free of lint, 
dust and trash. Don’t store anything close to 
the equipment that could restrict air 
circulation.

• Do a visual inspection of the equipment to 
look for signs of equipment problems, such 
as soot on a fireplace face, water 
collecting near a burner or rusted venting. If 
even a small doubt exists, have the equip¬ 
ment inspected by a qualified technician. 

• Periodically check vent pipes between gas 
appliances and the chimney for corrosion 

or rust. 

• Equipment that uses natural gas should 
show a clear blue flame—a yellow or 
orange flame may indicate a problem. If a 
problem appears, call a qualified technician. 

• Ensure a source of fresh air is available, 
for an example an open window or flue, 
when operating a wood-burning fireplace.

October 8-12 is IWALK week, an 
international event that creates 
awareness of the issues surround¬ 
ing the journey to and from school, 
and at the same time, provides an 
opportunity to share experiences 
and promote best practices. 

For many parents around the 
world, the car has become the main 
means of transporting children to 
and from school. The proportion of 
journeys to school made by car has 
increased considerably in the last 
several years, with the knock-off 
effect being a gradual decline in the 
numbers of children walking to and 
from school on a regular basis. 

“In Fort Erie, we are celebrating 
International Walk to School week 
through a community wide initia¬ 
tive that see’s schools competing for 
the highest percentage of walkers or 
cyclists,” states Barron. 

Rhonda Barron, Health Promoter 
with Bridges Community Health 
Centre, is coordinating the initia¬ 
tive thanks to a partnership with the 
Town of Fort Erie Active 
Transportation Committee. 

Eight elementary schools in 
Greater Fort Erie are participating 
in IWALK week. Pledge forms went 


out to all students encouraging 
them to walk or bike safely to school 
the week of October 8 

Each student pledging to walk or 
bike will receive a certificate of par¬ 
ticipation and have a chance at win¬ 
ning some fun prizes. To encourage 
a little fun competition between the 
schools, the school with the highest 
percentage of active transportation 
pledges will receive a prize as well. 

According to Barron, "there are 
multiple benefits that come from 
walking or biking to school, but per¬ 
haps the most pressing is that kids 
need more physical activity. 
Childhood obesity is a concern. In 
Ontario, 54% of children and youth 
are not engaged in enough physical 
activity. In Niagara 31.7 per cent of 
our youth aged 12-17 years of age 
are overweight or obese and that 
didn’t just happen overnight. We 
know this is a direct result of com¬ 
puter games, social media and tele¬ 
vision and an overall decline in 
active play. We also know that walk¬ 
ing or biking to school is an excel¬ 
lent way to get some regular exer¬ 
cise.” 

Walking or biking to school is a 
win, win situation. Aside from 
increasing daily physical activity it 
improves safety, enhances the envi¬ 
ronment, reduces crime levels, 
strengthens community cohesion, 
promotes social interaction and 
reduces traffic congestion, air pol¬ 
lution and speed near schools.
